FIVE MEN ROASTED 
IN A DETROIT FIRE 


LARGE 
LIVERY 
ESTABLISH­ 
MENT BURNS. 


Beside the Human Victims One Hun­ 
dred Horses Were Creamated— 
Origin of the Blaze Is Unknown— 
Forest Fires Ravage M ichigan- 
Big Chicago Warehouse Destroyed. 


D etroit, Mich., Ju ly IO.—Five em ­ 
ployes of G. F. Case and IOO of his 
horses were crem ated in a fire in his 
livery b arn early this 
m orning. The 
itiames of the five m issing men, who are 
supposed to have perished in the burn­ 
in g building, are: 
SAM UEL SM ITH. 
CHARLES DAVIS. 
BU R T SHAW , stablem an. 
THOM AS W EB B ER , painter. 
JO H N DUGGAN, second cook. 
H enry Hobbs, the cook, and W. H. 
Cook, jvho were sleeping on the top floor 
w ith the other men, were rescued from 
the east side of the building by the lad­ 
der m an of truck com pany No. I. 
All the horses, nearly IOO, were q u ar­ 
tered in stalls in the basem ent. 
The 
only egress from this portion of the 
stab le w as by 
m eans of 
an inclined 
fclane, leading from the basem ent to the 
m ain floor, and thence down another 
inclined plane to the street. 
B ut for 
th is every m anner of escape w as cut 
off for the poor beasts. M any of them 
died in plain view of the crow ds which 
surrounded the building and looked w ith 
agonized eyes as the flames lapped their 
paunches, unable to move or save them ­ 
selves. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. The 
Only one identified of those who perished 
Is John Cum m ings, aged 18 years. His 
fa th e r lives a t Jackson and he has been 
in this city for two years. 
H e w as a 
stablem an. 
Cum m ings w as asleep on 
th e top floor of the building, and while 
th e fire w as at its w orst dragged him ­ 
self to one of the front window's, where 
•he w as overcom e by th e flam es and fell 
headlong to the pavem ent below. 
L ieutenant Sullivan of tru ck No. I, 
who w as in fro n t of the building a t the 
tim e, rushed forw ard and grabbed the 
burned and bleeding m an and ran to a 
place of safety. It w as discovered th a t 
th ere was still life In the m an and he 
Was taken to H arp er’s hospital in the 
am bulance. 
The loss will aggregate $175,000, w ith 
Insurance of about one-half. 


CANADA’S 
RAILWAY HORROR. 


FOREST FIRE IN MICHIGAN. 


Much Damage Certain to Be Done at 
North Muskegon. 
M uskegon, Mich., Ju ly IO.—The city 
of N orth M uskegon and vicinity are in 
peril from the g reatest forest fire ever 
W itnessed here. H ourly the danger be* 
comes g reater as the flam es creep along 
w ith astonishing rapidity. Farm houses 
and crops are threatened on all sides, 
and the farm ers have turned out in a 
body to check the headw ay. I t will be 
^almost fruitless, however, as 
already 
over Ave miles is one m ass of flames. 
W ord reached the city last night of the 
b u rn in g of A lbert V an Z ant’s sawm ill, 
a large q u an tity of logs, shingles, and 
lum ber, am ounting to several thousand 
dollars. Several farm houses cannot es­ 
cape the flames, and it is reported th a t 
m any acres of crops have already been 
reduced to ashes. Unless rain comes 
soon no one can tell w hat the dam age 
will be.

w arehouse m an had a fu rn itu re store 
a t No. 160 w ith a stock and w arehouse 
fixtures valued at $35,000. The origin of 
th e fire is unknown.

The czar has 
rew arded the chief of police w ith a 
present of 10,000 roubles.

It i# believed th a t several of the in­ 
jured will die. 
A very large pilgrim age from Sher- 
brooks, W indsor Mills and Richm ond 
had left 
the la tte r town about IO 
o’clock last evening for the shrine of 
St. Anne de Beaupre. 
There were two 
sections of the train, one running a few 
m inutes behind the other. 
The first section was standing a t the 
C raig's Road station taking w ater when 
the second section, passing the sem a­ 
phore, dashed into the rear Pullm an 
coach of the first section, sm ashing it 
to kindling wood, and killing, it is said, 
everybody in th a t car except the Pull­ 
m an conductor, who saved his life by 
jum ping. 
Engineer McLeod and Firem an P erk ­ 
ins, of the second section, were both 
killed outright. 
The Pullm an coach w as telescoped 
into the first-class cars of the first sec­ 
tion, killing a num ber of 
passengers 
riding in them . 
Among the killed are 
three priests. 
Both sections of the train were filled 
w ith pious Catholics on their w ay to 
the special religious services which are 
held a t this tim e every year a t the little 
village where the shrine of the sain t is 
situated. 
The num ber of 
those who 
were m aking the journey to Ste. A nne’s 
this year w as unusually large. The sec­ 
tions of the excursion train wrere ru n ­ 
ning very close together, and the pas­ 
sengers were all happily unconscious of 
the im pending danger when the train s 
crashed together. 
The collision occurred a t C raig’s Road 
station, a little place where there is a 
w ater-tank. 
The first 
section of 
the 
train reached this point only a few m in­ 
utes ahead of the second section. It Is 
supposed th a t the crew of the first sec­ 
tion thought the rear section 
to 
be 
farth er behind th an it really was. The 
men on the second section knew noth­ 
ing of the intention of the first section 
crew to stop for w ater a t C raig’s Road 
and continued on a t full 
speed. 
The 
engineer and firem an of the second sec­ 
tion did not see the other train till it 
w as too late to m ake any attem p t to 
prevent the collision and both men were 
killed. 
The im pact of the rapidly m oving lo­ 
com otive on the standing cars was fear­ 
ful. 
The engine tore its way through 
the rear Pullm an coach on the forw ard 
train, sm ashing It to pieces and killing 
all who were in it. The force of the col­ 
lision sent the second Pullm an car tele­ 
scoping through the passenger coach 
ju st ahead of it, killing or injuring the 
occupants. M any who wrere h u rt by the 
broken tim bers of the wrecked coaches 
were badly cut by the splintered glass, 
and others were badly scalded by the 
steam from the wrecked engine, which 
lurched to one side as it struck the 
Pullm an car. 
The scene im m ediately following the 
collision was fearful. 
The 
survivors 
were so terrified and shocked th a t they 
seemed for the tim e being 
paralyzed 
and unable to do anything. A few cool 
men began the work of r^ s c u i^ the 
wounded who were caught in th e wreck, 
and bringing the bodies of the dead 
from beneath the debris piled on them 
The injured were carried into the neigh­ 
boring houses, where such m edical as­ 
sistance as could be had w as given 
them. 
There were a num ber of priests with 
the party and they adm inistered 
the 
last religious consolations to the dying. 
The dead bodies were placed in 
the 
little station-house. 
Telegram s for as­ 
sistance were sent and soon two special 
relief train s were on their way to the 
scene of the disaster. 
The trains carrying the pilgrim s w'ere 
m ade up of residents from Sherbrooke, 
Magog, W indsor Mills, and surround­ 
ing parishes. A special train from Lewis 
w’ith railw ay officials, a w recking train, 
and doctors did good service in their re­ 
spective spheres. A train w'as m ade up 
about 9 o’clodjc and m ost of the dead 


A RICH SALOONIST 
IS FATALLY SHOT 


BLOODY SALOON ROW AT ASH­ 
LAND LAST NIGHT. 


D. A. Williams Gets a Bullet From 
Detective John Howe's Revolver

Williams was shot in the abdomen by 
Detective John Howe last night, the 
deed be'ng the result of a bar-room 
altercation. 
Williams was formerly a 
saloon keeper at Madison and was 
quite wealthy.

by the Wisconsin Central railroad in 
the strike esse. Williams is still alive 
but his wound is fatal.

Mn J Let Lunatics Loose. 
M ilwaukee,

Com m issioner R yan yesterday rendered 
a decision which, if sustained by the 
Suprem e court, will release 
half 
the 
lunatics in the institutions of this state, 
and will necessitate an ex tra session of 
the legislature to pass a law which will 
proverly provide for the com m itm ent of 
insane persons. The opinion also shows 
th at perfectly sane persons can easily 
be com m itted to insane asylum s In this 
state. It was rendered in the habeas 
corpus proceedings In behalf of Michael 
O’Laughlin, In which case the question 
of the constitutionality of the law under 
which com m itm ents to insane asylum s 
are madfc is raised. The com m issioner 
holds the law void and contains the 
rath er 
sensational 
assertion 
th a t 
O’Laughlin had been com m itted to the 
asylum apparently for no better reason 
than because he had commeneced cer­ 
tain law suits.

TRINITY CREW GIVE BRITONS 
A CHANCE TO YELL. 


Crowd Jeers At the American Oarsmen 
—Defeat Clearly Due to Poor Con­ 
dition of the Men, Several Glow­ 
ing Dizzy In the Boat and Ons 
Fainting. 


H enley,

Illinois Senate sod House of Represen­ 
tatives Meet.and Adjourn. 
Springfield, 111., July IO.—There was 
not a large attendance in the senate 
yesterday. 
Quite a num ber of m em ­ 
bers on both sides were absent. 
The 
chaplain in his prayer referred feel­ 
ingly to the death of Speaker Meyer. 
The journal was read and then, on mo­ 
tion of Aspinwall, the senate decided 
out of respect to the fam ily of the late 
Speaker to do no business and an ad ­ 
journm ent was taken till IO o’clock to­ 
day. 
In the house the speaker’s stan d was 
draped in black and the picture of the 
late Speaker M eyer hung on the wall 
back of the chair. Mr. W hite of W hite­ 
side called the house to order, and, by 
direction of the republican side of the 
house, chose Mr. Needles for tem porary 
speaker. 
A fter the usual honors had 
been paid to the m em ory of the late 
Speaker Meyer, on m otion of M cCarthy 
the house then adjourned to IO o’clock 
this 
m orning 
as 
a 
m ark 
of 
re­ 
spect to the late speaker. 


Bloody Deed With No Apparent Canso— 
Mob's Dotardly Action. 
Princeton, Ky., July ID.—A mob of 
m asked m en w ent to the residence of 
Joseph Howton, a t Lewiston, eight miles 
from this county, M onday night and 
m urdered 
him and his son, Howlet 
Howton. Ju st as the clock struck 12 
one of the mob knocked on the door, 
and 
asked to see H ow let Howton. 
He 
cam e 
to 
the 
door, 
and 
talking 
a 
m inute 
or 
two, 
seized and pulled outside 
and 
shot 
through 
the 
body. The 
mob 
then 
dragged him to the gate and shot him 
seven tim es. A fter they had finished 
him, the gang went back to the house. 
The w hite-haired fath er begged th at 
they spare his life and the lives of his 
fam ily. B ut 
his entreaties were un­ 
heeded and they m ade him back up into 
a corner so they could shoot him w ith­ 
out danger to his wife and daughters. 
The leader deliberately counted ten and 
then five of the men fired a t the old 
man. One ball struck him In the w rist, 
another in the abdomen, and a third 
In the groin. 
The men then left the house, taking 
with them a boy who worked on How- 
ton’s farm . They carried him to a v a ­ 
cant building and fastened him up, tell­ 
ing him they would kill him lf he a t­ 
tem pted to escape before daylight. One 
of the women was so badly frightened 
th a t she was u tterly prostrated and her 
death is looked for. 
There Is no theory as to the cause of 
the m ob’s action. The H ow tons were 
Inoffensive people and stood well in the 
com m unity. 
The sheriff and a posse, 
w ith 
the 
county attorney, have gone to the scene 
of the double m urder to m ake a thor­ 
ough investigation and it is believed 
th at the m urderers will be apprehended. 
If they are caught they will be lynched.

Presi­ 
dent C lark will act as ex-officio chair­ 
m an and the 
secretary is 
Mr. Baer. 
There is going to be a b itter fight over 
this m atter, and President H arper of 
the Chicago U nivrsity, who is a m em ber 
of the board, is going to argue the cause 
for Chicago. 
A nother plan th at is a t­ 
tractin g considerable attention is one 
proposed by C anada. 
The delegates 
from the C anadian provinces propose to 
organize a union for the Dominion of 
C anada, and is likely action will be 
taken a t this convention. 
R ain has sadly interfered with the 
pleasure of the delegates and visitors to 
the convention. All the Indications point 
to an enorm ous crush w ithin a day or 
two. This is evident from the p rep ara­ 
tions of the m em bers of the reception 
com m ittee. 
E. J. M erriam , who has 
charge of receiving guests coming over 
the Boston and F itch b u rg railroad, said 
yesterday: 
“We are receiving notice 
to-day th a t a g reat m any train s which 
were to have come in two sections are 
coming in four sections. 
T h at m eans 
th at the attendance h as been underesti­ 
m ated.

alone.’’ 
F o u r cities on the Pacific coast are 
going to put forth strenuous efforts be­ 
fore the Board of T rustees of the Chris­ 
tian E ndeavor Society for the ’97 con­ 
vention. 
Seattle w as the last of the 
four cities to come into line for this hon- 
a fte r j or, the others being Los Angeles, San 
was I Francisco and Portland, but It Is safe 
to say Seattle will put up as strong an 
argum ent as any of them . 


Northwestern Rates Cat In Two. 
Om aha, Neb.. July IO.—The Union 
Pacific will reduce w est-bound freight 
rates from the M issouri river to Mon­ 
tan a and Idaho common 
points 
and 
bring th a t section of the country into 
closer touch th an ever before with the 
M issouri 
river gatew ays. The notice 
w as given last night and it is expected 
to provoke a big rate war. The cut will 
average one-half. H eretofore the Union 
Pacific has 
been 
m aintaining higher 
rates to M ontana and Oregon than to 
interm ediate points, and it w as for the 
purpose of m aking all rates equal, dis­ 
tance considered, th at the changes were 
decided upon. 


AGED WOMAN MURDERED. 


Her Young Daughter and Her Grand* 
son Held for the Crime. 
G rand Rapids, Mich., July IO.—Mrs. 
Levi Pierce, 
aged 60, who lived 
two 
miles 
southw est 
of 
Berlin, 
O ttaw a 
County, w as m urdered Sunday m orn­ 
ing, and her 
daughter. May 
Pierce, 
aged 
13, and 
her grandson, 
George 
Keesbro, aged 18, are now in jail in 
G rand H aven, aw aiting exam ination. 
The body of Mrs. Pierce, when found, 
was a horrible sight. 
The chin was 
gashed, the teeth were knocked out, 
and the neck w as black and bruised, as 
if she had been choked to death. There 
were evidence of a terrible struggle. 
The boy has confessed th a t he did the 
deed. 
He says the little girl only looked 
on. B ut the woman, it is thought, could 
easily have m astered him unaided. Mrs. 
Pierce was a vindictive wom an and had 
a bad tem per. She often whipped the 
girl severely on slight pretexts. It is 
believed she w as w hipping her daugh­ 
ter when young Cheesboro came to the 
la tte r’s assistance, and both choked the 
wom an to death. The alleged m urder­ 
ess still w ears short frocks and hardly 
looks her age. 


Robber's Pathetic Story. 
Chicago, July IO.—The body of the 
m an who was shot and killed by Police­ 
m an R osenthal in front of the A uditor­ 
ium M onday night has been identified 
as th a t of Charles Gorm an. 
M onday 
afternoon Gorm an received a telegram 
from his wife In St. Paul saying th at his 
baby dau g h ter had died the night be­ 
fore. 
He m ade every effort to secure 
money to take him to where his dead 
baby was, and a fte r repeated failures, 
In a m om ent of desperation, he com m it­ 
ted the act which resulted in his own 
death.

It started near the depot, 
and all trains on the Mineral Point 
division of the St. Paul road 
blocked.

This structure lioxvever faultless it appeared 
to be at completion has proved to be deficient in 
one feature, th at is, in the lack of sufficient 
vault room particularly the offices of county 
judge and of tbe clerk of circuit court. 
The records of both of these officers are now 
increasing and accumulating rapidly so th at ti e 
vaults constructed when the court house xvas 
built are wholly inadequate for present needs. 
Therefore it is the oj tnion of your committee 
that it is hazardous to delay the construction of 
tm se vanlts, and that the necessary steps should 
be taken at once to provide for the safety o f. 
these accumulating records as their destruction 
by fire or Ollierwise would be an incalculable 
loss to the citizens of tills couuty.
